H. R. No. 2: Resolved, That-the rules for the govern- 
ment of the House, at the last session, be adopted as the 
rules of this House. 


On motion, the resolution was adopted. 


E RULES OF THE HOUSE. 


Rutz 1. The Speaker shall take the chair every day 
precisely at the hour to which the House shall have ad- 
journed on the preceding day. He shall immediately call 
the members to order, and, on the appearance of a majority 
of the members, shall cause the journal of the preceding 
day to be read. : 

Route 2. Seven members, with the Speaker, or eigh 


members in his absence, having chosen a Speaker, pro tem., 


shall be authorized to call the House, and compel the at- 
tendance of absent members, make an order for their fine 
and censure, and may adjourn. 

Turre 9. The Speaker shail preserve order and decorum, 
may speak to points of order i preference to other mem- 
bers, rising from his seat for that purpose, and shall decide 
questions of order, subject to an appeal to the House, by 
any two members, on which appeal no member shall speak 
more than once, unless by leave of the-House. 

Rore 4. The Speaker shall rise to puta question, but 
may state i6 sitting. 

Rute 5. Questions shall be directly put in this form, 
to-wit: “As may as are of the opinion that (as the question 
may be) say aye ;" and after the affirmative vote is expressed 
—" As many as are of the contrary opinion say no." If the 
Speaker doubt, or a division is called for, the House shall 
divide—those in the affirmative of the question shall first 
rise from their seats, and the number being announced, 
those in the negative shall rise. 

Rute 6. The Speaker shall have a general direction of 
ihe House of Repregentatives' room, he shall have a right 
to name any member to perform the duties of the Chair, 
but such substitution shall not extend beyond an adjourn- 


" * 
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ment. He shall have the right to name any member to 
bear messages to the Senate, and to appoint all committees, 
subject to additional members, to be added upon-motion. 

Runs 7. The Speaker shall vote when the ayes and noes 
are called for—his name being called last; and in case of an 
equal division, the question shall be lost; and upon’ all 
other questions where the House is equally divided, he shall 
give the éasting vote; or where his vote would make an 
equal division, he shall vote upon the call of any member, 
and in ease of such division, the question shall be lost. 

Rute 8. Fourteen standing committees, to consist of 
three members each, except the committee on judiciary, 
which shall consist of five members. A committee on 
elections, a committee on ways and means, a committee on 
edueation, a committee on the judiciary, a committee on 
claims, à committee on military affairs, a committee on 
roads and highways, a committee on engrossed bills, a com- 
mittee on enrolled bills, à committee on Indian affairs, a 
committee on printing, a committee on corporations, a 
committee on commerce, a committee on counties. It shall 
be the duty of the committee on elections to examine and 
report upon the certificats of elections and other credentials 
of the members returned to serve in the House, and to take 
into consideration all other matters relative to contested 
elections which may be referred to them. It shall be the 
duty of the committee on.ways and means to inquire into 
the financial concerns of the State, and to make a detailed 
report of the same, and to take into consideration all such 
other business as may be referred to them; and each of the 
other committees shall take into consideration all subjects 
and matters which may be referred to them. 


Ruiz 9. In ease of any disturbance or disorderly eon- 
duct in the lobby, the Speaker (or Chairman of the whole 
House) shall have the power to order the same to be cleared. 


Rute 10. No committee shall sit during the sitting of 
the House without special leave; and all writs, ‘warrants 
and subpoenas issued by order of the House, shall be under 
the hand and seal of the Speaker, attested by the Clerk. 

Rozz 11. All questions relating to the priority of busi- 
ness shall be decided without debate. 

Rutz 12. After the journals are read, business shall be 
disposed of in the following order: 

1. Petitions, Memorials and Remonstrances. | 

2. Reports from Standing Committees. 
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Reports from select committeds. 

Propositions and Motions, 

Second Reading of Bills, etc. 

Engrossed Bills read a Third Time. 

a Bills, Reports, and other Business Lying on the 
able. 


8. Bills and other Business of the House. 
9. Other Business of the Senate. 
10. Orders of the Day. 

Rone 13. The Speaker shall, upon each day, announce 
to the House the business in order, agreeably to the pre- 
eeding rule; and no business shall be taken up or consid- 
ered until the class to which it belongs shall be declared to 
be in order; but messages from the Governor may be read 
at any time. ` 

RurnE 14. When any member is about to speak in de- 
bate, or deliver any matter to the House, he shall rise from 
his geat and respectfully address himself to Mr. Speaker, 
and shall confine himself to the question under debate, and 
avoid personality; and no member shall impeach the motive 
of any other member's vote or argument. 


Roure 15. If any member, in speaking or otherwise, 
transgress the rules of the House, the Speaker shall, or any 
member may call to order, in which case the member so 
ealled to order shall immediately sit down, unless permitted 
to explain; and the House shall, if appealed to, decide the 
ease, but without debate. If there be no appeal, the deci- 
sion of the Chair shall be submitted to. If the decision be 
in favor of the member called to order he shall be at liberty 
to proceed; if otherwise, and the case require it, he shall 
be liable to the censure of the House. 


Rune 16. If any member be called to order for words 
spoken in debate, the person calling him to order shall re- 
peat the words excepted to, and they shall be taken down 
in writing at the Clerk's table; and no member shall be ~ 
held to auswer, or be subject to the censure of the House 
for words spoken in debate, if any other member has 
spoken, or other business has intervened, after the words 
d spoken, and hefore exception to them shall have been 
taken. 

Ruiz 17. When two or more members happen to rise: ‘ 
at onee, the Speaker shall name who is the first to speak. 

Rue 18. No member shall speak more than twice to 
the same Be without the deave of the House, nor 

—2 
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more than once until every member choosing to speak shall 
have spoken. 

Rue 19. While the Speaker is putting the question, or 
addressing the House, no member shall walk across or out 
of the House; nor when a member is speaking shall any 
cun private discourse or pass between him and the 

air. 

Runs 90. No member shall vote on any question, ii the 
event of which he is immediately and qoum inter- 
ested, or in any case when he was not within the bar of tho 
House when the question was put; and when any member 
shall ask leave to vote, the Speaker shall propound to him 
the question: “Were you within the bar when your name 
was called ?" 

Rer 21. No membeg shall be permitted to record his 
vote on either side of any question, unless he was present 
in the Honse at the time such question was put, unless by 
unanimous consent of the House. 

Rrrr 22. Upon a division and count of the House on 
any question, no member without the bar shall be counted. 

Ruts 23. Every member who shall be in the House 
when the question was put, shall give his vote, unless the 
llouse, for special reasons, shall excuse him. All motions 
to excuse a member from voting shall be made before the 
House divides, or before the call of the yeas and nays is 
commenced, and any member requesting to be excused 
from voting, may make a brief verbal statement of the 
reasons for making such request; and the question shall 
then be taken without further debate. $ 

Ruiz 24. When any motion is made and seconded, it 
shall be stated by the Speaker, or, being in writing, it shall 
be handed to the Chair, and read aloud before debated. 

Rutz 25. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if 
the Speaker or a member desire it. 

Rune 26. Aftera motion is stated by the Speaker, and 
read, it shall be deemed to be in possesslon of the IIouse, 
but may be withdrawn .at any time before decision or 
amendment. 

RunE 27. When a question is under debate, no motion 
shall be received but to adjourn, to lie upon the table, for 
the previous question, to postpone indefinitely, to postpone 
to a day certain, to recommit, or amend; which several mo- 
tions shall have precedence in the order in which they stand 
arranged; and no motion to postpone to a day certain, to 
commit, or to postpone indefinitely, being decided, shall be 
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again allowed on the same day, and at the same stage of the 
bill or proposition. 

Roxie 28. When a question is postponed indefinitely, 
the same shall not be acted upon again during the session. 

Rete 29. The previous question shall be put in this 
form: “Shall the main question be now put?" It shall 
only be admitted when demanded by a majority of the 
members present, and, unt?! itis decided, shall preclude all” 
amendment and further debate of the main question. On 
a motion for the previous question, and prior to the second- 
ing of the same, a call of the House shall be in order; but 
after a majority shall have seconded such motions, no call 
shall be in order prior to the decision of the main question. 


Retz 30. On a previous question there shall be no de- 
bate; all incidental questions of order arising after a mo- 
tionis made for the previous question, and pending such 
motion, shall be decided, whether on appeul or otherwise, 
without debate. 


Rere 81. “Motions and reports may be committed at the 
pleasure of the House. 

Rue 32. Any member may call for a division of a, 
question, which shall be divided if it comprehend proposi- 
tions in substance so distinct that, one being taken away, a 
substantive proposition shall remain for the decisio: of the 
lIouse. A motion to strike out and insert shall be deemed 
indivisible; but a motion to strike out, being lost, shall pro- 
elude neither amendment, nor a motion to strike out and. 
insert. 

Runs 33, No motion or proposition on a subject differ- 
ent from that under consideration shall be admitted under 
color of amendment. No bill or resolution shall at any 
time be amended by annexing thereto or incorporating 
TUM any other bill or resolution pending before the 

Quse. f 

Rur: 84. When a motion has once been made, and car- 
ried in the affirmative or negative, it shall be in order for 
any member of the majority to move for a reconsideration 
thereof on the same or within three days thereafter. 

Rore 35. When a reading of a paper is called for, if 
any objections are made, it shall be decided by a vote of the 

ouse, 

Rure 36. The unfinished business at which the House 
was engaged the preceding adjournment, shall have the 
preference in the order of the day; and no motion or any 
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other business shall be received without special leave of the 
House, until the former is disposed of. 

Ruze 37. If a question pending be lost by adjournment 
of the House, and revived on the succeeding day; no mem- 
ber who shall have spoken twice on the preceding day shall 
be permitted again to speak without leave. , 

Rone 38. Petitions, memorials, and other papers ad- 
dressed to the House, may be presented by the Speaker, or 
by any member, and shall not be debated ov decided on the 
_ day of their being first read, unless when the House shall 

direct otherwise, but shall lie on the table, to be taken up 
in the order they were read. 

Rutz 80. A motion to adjourn shall always be in ordér; 
that, and the motion to Jay on the table, shall be decided 
without debate. 

Rez 40. It shall be in order for the committee on en- 
rolled bills to report at any time when no motion is before 
the House. The committee can report without notice to 
the House, by handing the report to the principal Clerk. 

Rutz 41. Every bill shall be introduced by motion for 
leave, or by order of the House, or the report of the com- 
mittee. One day’s notice at least shall be given of a mo- 
tion to bring in a bill, and the member giving such notice 
shall state concisely the leading objects of the bill, for the 
information of the House, which motion may be committed. 

Ruiz 42. Every bill shall be read by sections, on three 
several days, unless, in case of emergency, two-thirds ot the 
House, shall, by a vote of yeas and nays, deem it expedient 
to dispense with this rule; but the reading of a bill by sec- 
tions on its final passage shall in no case be dispensed with. 

Rew 48. First reading of a bill shall be for informa- 
tion, only, except bills from individual members, which may 
be referred at any time. But if, on the first reading of a 
bill, objection be made, the question shall be: “Shall this 
bill be rejected ?" If no opposition be made, or the ques- 
tion to reject be negatived, the bill shall go to its second 
reading without a question. 

Rutz 44. Upon the second reading of a bill the Speaker 
shall state it is ready for commitment or engrossment; and 
if committed, then the question shall be whether to a select 
or standing committee; or to a committee of the whole 
House, the House shall determine on what day, but if the 
bill be ordered to be engrossed, the House shall appoint the 
day when it shall be read a third time. . 

ULE 45. After commitment and report thereof to the 
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4 
House, or at any time before its passage, a bill may be 
recommitted. 

RurE 46. All bills ordered to be engrossed shall be in a 
fair round hand, 

Rue 47. No amendment by way of ryder shall be re- 
ceived to a bill on its third reading.. 

Runs 48. When a bill shall pass, it shall be certified by 
the Clerk, noting the day of its passage at the foot thereof. 

Rupe 49. In forming a committee of the whole House, 
the Speaker, leaving the chair, shall appoint a Chairman to 
preside. : 

Rute 50. Upon bill committed to a committee of the 
whole House, the bill shall be read throughout by the 
Clerk, and then again read and debated by clauses, leaving 
the preamble to be last considered; the body of the bill 
shall not be defaced or interlined, but all amendments 
(noting the page and line) shall be duly entered by the 
Clerk on a separate paper, as the same shall be agreed to 
by the committee and so reported to the House; after a 1e- 
port, the bill shall again be subject to be debated and 
amended by clauses, before a question to engross it be taken. 

Reis 51. All questions, whether in committee or in the 
House, shall be propounded in the order in which they are 
moved, except that in filling up blanks, the largest sum and 
the longest time shall be first put. 

hung 52. No motion or proposition for a tax or charge 
upon the people shall be diseussed the day on which it is 
made or offered, and every such proposition shall receive its 
first discussion in a committee of the whole House. 

Rore 53. The rules of proceeding in the House, shall 
be observed in a committee of the whole House, so far as 
they may be applicable, but no member shall speak twice 
to any question until every member choosing to speak shall 
have spoken. . 

Rus 54. No standing rule or order of the House, shall 
be rescinded or changed, without one day's notice being 
given of the motion therefor, nor shall any rule be sus- 
pended, except by a vote of at least two-thirds of the mem- 
bers present; nor shall the order of business established by 
the rules of the House, be postponed or changed except by 
a vote of at least two-thirds of the members present. 

Rute 55. No member shall absent himself from the 
service of the IHousc, unless he shall have leave or be sick 
and unable to attend. 

Rure 56. The Clerk of the House shall take an oath for 
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the true and faithful discharge of the duties of his office, to 
the best of his abilities, and shall be deemed to continue in 
office until another be chosen. 

Rute 57. The duty of Doorkeeper shall be, to give 
notice to the House of all messages, to carry all messages 
the House may require—private as well as publie. When 
requested to call a member of the House, he shall do so by 
name; he shall keep the Housé clean, and have a good fire 


made therein by the hour of nine o'clock in the morning, ' 


when the weather require it. . 

Ruiz 58. It shall also be the duty of the Doorkeeper to 
attend the House during the sittings, to keep the Represent- 
ative Hall and committee rooms in perfect order, and in all 
things to execute the commands of the Speaker, and of the 
House, from time to time. 

Reres 59. It shall be the duty of the Sergeant-at-Arms 
to attend the House during its sittings, announce all mes- 
sages, preserve order in the lobby of the Hall, and to exe- 
cute all processes issued by authority of the House, and di- 
rected to him by the Speaker. 

Ruts 60. No person shall be allowed to smoke in the 
Hall or lobby thereof, while the House is in session. 

Retz 601. The Clerk shall keep a journal of the deci- 
sions of the Chair, to be inserted at the close of the journal 
of the House. : 

Ruiz 62. On the final passage of every bill the yeas 
and nays shall be taken.

Gentlemen oj the House of Representatives : 


I herewith return If. B. No. 48, a bill to change the line 
between Washington and Claekamas counties, without ap- 
proval. My objeetions are bssed upon the fact that the 
Constitution has prescribed the manner in which Acts and 
parts of Acts shall be amended, which has not been com- 
plied with in this instance. Section twenty-two, Article 
fourth of the Constitution requires that an ‘Act revised or 
section amended, shall be set forth and published at full 
length.” So that any section amended shall “set forth at 
full length ” the section as amended, including the change 
or new matter as well as that which remains unchanged. 

Whether that provision of the Constitution is wise or 
not, is not for me to decide; the provision is plain and all 
should obey it, particularly those who have sworn to sup- 
port the Constitution. The object of the framers of the 
Constitution was to provide that the laws should not be 
scattered about in different places, but that each section 
should be complete in itself, and that the subject matter 
thereof should not be in different sections and places, but 
within reach of the common observer. 

This bill under consideration proposes to amend the Act, 
defining the boundaries of Washington county. Yet the 
section proposed to be amended is not referred to, and set 
forth at full length. 

Again, section two of the bill says, “AJl laws inconsis- 
tent with this Act is [are] hereby repealed,” without refer- 
ence to any Act of [or] section intended to be repealed.” 
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A new bill, free from the above objections, can be intro- 
duced and passed this session, if desired.

My objections 
are purely Constitutional. 

Ihave no objection to a change of the name of Curry 
county to that of Lyon. That is a question of policy of 
which the Legislature must judge. But all-changes in our 
laws must be made in the manner prescribed by the Con- 
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stitution, or such changes will be void and lead to interm- 
inable confusion. ' 

Section twenty-two, article fourth, of the Constitution of 
this State, reads as follows: 

“No Act shall ever be revised or amended by mere refer- 
ence to its title, but the Act revised or section amended, 
shall be set forth and published at full length." ' ^ 

Section first of the “bill to change the name of Curry 
county” is as follows: 

* Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of 
Oregon, That that portion of the State of Oregon, heréafter 
and at present known as the county of Curry, shall here- 
after be known and designated as the county of Lyon." 

This section of the [bill] in effect, proposes to amend 
the sections of the Act organizing Curry county, so as to 
place the name of Lyon in every place where Curry is used, 
so that in reading the Act organizing Curry county, the 
word Lyon shall be used wherever Curry occurs. To amend, 
is to correct, grow better. Clearly, then, what is proposed, is an 
amendment to the Act creating Curry county. Yet there 
is no reference in this bill to the title of the Act, or any 
section therein, proposed to be amended. Nor is the Act, 
or any section thereof, as amended, “set forth and published 
at full length,” as the Constitution requires. 

To amend a section of an Act, the bill should say: “Be 
it enacted by the Legislative [Assembly] of the State of Oregon, 
That section — of an Act, &c., is hereby amended to read 
as follows,” reciting the new matter and all of the old sec- 
tion which is not desired to be changed. This is not-done 
in the bill under consideration, nor does it repeal any part 
of the Act proposed to be amended. 

If this bill shall have the form of law and be published 
in our statutes, many may be deceived as to its legal effect. 
I ean conceive how much trouble and expense may be borne 
by the citizens of Curry county under it. To illustrate, 
suppose a person brings a suit entitled “In the Circuit 
Court of the State of Oregon, for the county of Lyon:” 
the defendant's counsel objects to the jurisdiction, and in- 
sists that there is no such Court as the Cireuit Court of the 
State of Oregon, for the county of Lyon, and that there is 
such Court for the county of Curry. The Court would be 

bound to hold that the Constitutional provision had not 
“been complied with in changing the name of Curry, “to be 
known and designated" as Lyon. And that it had no 
jurisdiction of the case and that it must be dismissed. Nor

Mr. Richardson, Chairman of Committee on Education, -

Mr. RrEAKER: The Standing Committee on Education 
would represent that they have no adequate means of know- 
ing the exact state of the common schools of this State, but 
have sufficient reasons to believe that they are not in the 
most prosperous condition. 

While our Legislators seem anxious to provide by Leg- 
islative enactments for the punishment of crimes, they seem 
to forget that ignorance is the parent of most of the vices 
that afflict our race, and appear not to act on the principle, 
that an ounce of preventive is worth a pound of cure." 
It is doubtful whether a Yepublican form of government 
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can long exist without the education, moralization and re- 
finement of the masses. 

The present school law will be found to be an improve- 
ment on the past, and for the present will, we trust, 1 the 


-main, be found sufficient for the wants of the people of our 


fast rising State. Under the provisions of H. B. No. 72, 
which is to be, if approved by the Governor; the law gov- 
erning schools for the next two years, provides for the em- 
ployment of competent teachers, of good moral character 
and loyal to our Government. All of which will greatly 
tend to promote the best interest of common schools. 
And, as our-population increases, we hope those whose 
duty itis to legislate on this subject, will not fail to im- 
prove on the present system of common schools until ours 
will compare favorably with those of the Eastern States, 
which is fast becoming the admiration of the world. 

Your committee would further represent, that owing to 
the present laws regulating the sale of school -lands, much 
of said lands in some counties remains unsold. We would 
suggest the propriety of the Legislature at its earliest con- 
venience, passing a law providing for the disposal of school 
Jands at private sale, under the direction of the County 


Courts.

The undersigned, a member of the Honse of Representa- 
tives, from the county of Josephine, hereby protests against 
the passage by the House, of Senate bill, number twenty- 
five, entitled “An Act requiring the oath of allegiance in 
certain cases,” for the following reasons, to-wit : 

1. Because test oaths ot the character prescribed in said 
Act, are contrary to the genius of our institutions; betray a 
distrust of, and are an insult to, the patriotism of the people, 
and are liable to be used in the accomplishment of political 
and partisan ends. 

2. Because the oath prescribed in section first of said 
Act, has a tendency to restrain the exercise of the right of 
free speech. And; becanse the oath to support the Consti- 
tution includes the form of government existing under it ; 
therefore, the word “government” following the word 
* constitution" in the form of the oath—instead of the word 
** laws,” the usual furm—is liable to create confusion, regard- 
ing the efficacy and obligations of the oaths, in the minds 
of persons taking and officers administering the same. The 
word “government” may be construed to mean the pecu- 
liar political tenets of an existing Administration, and un- 
der this construction, an affiant might be compelled to 
swear in advance to support the policy of the party in 
power, although in political sentiment he honestly differs 
with it. 

3. Because the sentence “TI will well and faithfully per- 
form the duties which may be required of me by law,” if 
not mere verbiage, is open to the same objection on account 
of ambiguity and tendency to confusion, set forth above. _ 

4. Because the operation of section three of said Act, 
will prove injurious and oppressive to plaintiffs in actions 
at law, who reside at a distance from the place where suit is 
brought, inasmuch as defendants have it absolutely in their 
power to delay the prosecution of just demands in the 
courts of law, upon bare suggestion of the plaintiff's dis- - 
loyalty, based upon the prejudiced affidavits of personal and 
political enemies. ` -
